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discourse; 



R liter , <T)u Cbapekt, The Author of rhe 
French Tolitician, and other Li Artier* 
infi-^ffjhavehadchcConfiderice ot late 
to pour out fueh a torrent of Injuries, Iriailow 
Pretentions, and Titles to Etoglinit , that a Sub- 
jedt long acquainted with their Ways, thought- 
himfclf bound in Duty and Faithfulrieft 66 his 
King' and Countrey ,■■ humbly tolay iome of 
his Obfcxvations before them ; whereby it may 
. . poliibly 
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poflibly appear , that Fraace is not fo much 
our Eriend m fhe of late -pretended That 
tiwfe Pretentions of hers are not the meet Act- 
(temick Notions of fome private Sperulacifl, bur 
the fenfe of their Rulers; that tliey do fcuf 
watch their Opportunity to put theft and o- 
ther Claims into Execution againfl us. And 
therefore if this be in fome manner madema- 
nifeft, that we can never have a fteer ^op- 
portunity than now to be before-hand with 
them , in entring into a Confederacy and 
Arms, if need be, without Neighbours, againfl 
theft Common Enemies , Jeafi-when they have 
too much weakened the red , they become too 
ftrong for us alone , efpeciahy at Sea. 

Let's then obferve, That it hath been of late 
a Practice of Frattft., to makmlc of-fuch Tipr» 
Broachers, as he* trumpets igdB Herau4Js,Ji- 
little before iris's refoived to invade anyCountrey , 
to publifh fome Right t , Tbrfoofh, to- thoft Na- 
tions whom next flic intends to fct upon a- 
gainft Right and Reafon , thereby to raife 
the Valour of her own Men with ifeelpeeiorf 1 
nets of Juftice in thttr Vndertaking ; to di. 
vide the Minds and ftefolutionsrof fome onihe 
future Enemies fide : toftlfpend alfo ihe hands 
of her Neighbour;, from imornlwidting .in :a 
Quarrel which feems Jo pJaBfibra, jor'.iUt imt' 
foloubtful ; aodthat lur«V^<«w:(iliB*- r <l'ey> i 
cannot 
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cannot be unjuft or raih in Actions, whereof 
ilie 11 ready to give liich a fair Accompt to 
the World before-hand : And it is Prudence 
firft to fee what her Adversaries will infwer 
her i ib fay they. And thus France leaving the 
Matter dormant , for a while, as if flie thought 
no more of it ; before, or as foon as her Ad- 
verft Party makes an Anfwer to her Mani- 
f'fo t Ihe fuddenly and 1 unexpectedly conies 
and makes her Reply with her Sword j there's 
that ihe would beat, from the very beginning; 
let your Defence to her claim be never lb 
ftrong and juft. Tulli! that was but an Amufe- 
ment , and her Inter Arma putt Letts 
fcorns to be bawked with fuch Poncfiiio's. 

All obfervingPerfons might be furnilheo"wit!i 
Proofs enough of this Marime , in the late 
Conduit of frauee toward her Neighbours'- 
but : here are fome whereof 1 had a nearer occa- 
fion than many to know the particulars. 

Cardinal Richelieu , who as it Is known fifft 
kid the Defign of making his Matter the Su- 
pream Monarch of all Chrifteoddm , before 
he attaekt ; in order thereunto encourages 
Caffa* to write his Boot of the TretenfionsoS 
fhmce, upon all or moft of the Kingdoms 
and Principalities ct Europe t which he goes 
about to prove of each one in particular, ei- - 
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ther by former Cotiqueft , by Alliances an^- 
Succeifions , bv Claufes in Treaties , and fuch, 
other obfolcte Titles. However this Pretenfion 
Writer fo tickled the Frencli Ambition , and 
.gave fuch feeming Colours to thofe Defigns 
they would be upon odierwifc , had they no 
ground at ail ; that the Cardinal ordered a pre- 
ient of Sixteen thoufarid Livers to be given 
to that Author ; and fo fcnt his Generals to 
go and. purfue with the Sword thcfc goodly 
Claims and forgotten Inheritance .of the 
French Kings. 

Arroy, Tin Pay, 7)' Aubery, and others.had no 
worfe recompence, and were let on before 
theft; late \Vars againft Germany and f landers ; 
for to forge. Titles to thefe Countries their 
Mailer had with himfelf determined to invade. 
They have ddne it however , but we,re fmartly 
drifwered by l.iu.i i .in ! Rmos ; and . though, 
Mon fieur 5D' yfwtiiwi bragg'ii then at Madrid^ 
that Ramos was rhc only Man Spain ' had to 
maintain its ■ laiereft upon the point of the 
Devolution 5 but that the .Kiog of frauce 
couKf make out his Right at the Head of- 
Sixty thoufand Lawyers ; yet his Mailer fcorn-; 
iiig to (land to make good this French Gaf-. 
conade, .■rather cb°fe to i'pcalt at the Head: of 
more than Sixty thpulani.Armpd Msn , while ; 
hifiAiobftflaiiors were thus droliing anicajolling. 
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with their unwary Neighbours 5 and Amufing 
them with fair Pretences and Promifes of Pro- 
ving their Right by Lawyers and Mediators. 
But alas ! with France it is too fcruputous 
a Nicety , fo to depend on the Decifions at the 
Ear, or on thole at Mmtfiir, Breda, or Nimeguen 
either ; her King will plead his Rights but with 
the Mouths of his Cannons bravely , Alexander 
like ; and he's told he hath more Right to ai ; ' 
Europe than this Young Grecian had to AJt 1. 

For Tatru in his New Law Book left this 
on Record as a perpetual Maxime to be followed 
by France, which he oft before maintained in 
open Parliament, That the Word Kingdom, 
faith them , dot h comprehend generally all the 
Lands, "Principalities, and "Dominions, 'which 
Fortune, Succefs and the Valour of the French 
hlonarchs, can add to the Sacred SubjiBion of 
the Flower de Luce. And as Rivers and Rivo- 
lets, by miring into the Sea , lofe ibtmftlvrs ■ 
presently, vrrtS all their particular qualities , 
as foon as they are incorporated to the Noble 
Ocean , fo all conqueredVravmces andN.it ions, 
do lofe their peculiar Names, 'Pii-vtltdges , 
and Trercg itives , to be made Members of the 
Firjl Monarchy of the World, and of its Z*»s 
and TnviUtfees. 

Pray tell me where this Maxime will not 
B reach, 
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reach, or be made to ftretch rather. For as the 
Habit in any unjuft Courfc will mortifie the 
remorfe, and check the Senfe of all other Law, 
that may dictate the contrary ; To France, by a 
long practice of following thefe boundlcfs 
Maximes , is become as it were accuftomed 
to think that her Conqueils mud be as large 
as her Ambition ; and that thofe Nations do 
really belong toner, Hie and her Mercenary Pens 
had but a Fancy of Right unto in the beginning. 

But what of all this, yOu'il fay; thefcarcbut 
general Preemptions and Jealou lies, when Fratice 
puts in no Claim againft England; I never heard 
of any.Ican't fancy winch way.Then hear further: 

The fore-mentioned Ribitr (among the reft) 
lets out this Title of Wante to the fyghjb 
Crown, as you may more fully fee in his 
FrenchBook, and in the followingDifcourfei 
And one is in right of the Dolphin Ltvuis, 
Son to "Philip Augitftus , who by the Popes 
means , and of fome of the Rebelling - Lords, 
entred and was Crowned here in England , 
and ravaged here a good while ; dtfigning by a 
general MalTacre of all the Englifh Princes and 
Peers to Ihorten his Concjucft : till one of his 
French Cabinet Councellors could not die 
quietly till he revealed this horrible Project 
to fome of the Englifh Nobility. Such a Right 
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.wthii, with fuch oilier, the French Kingi are 
put in Remembrance of in their Coronation Oath. 

Such another Claim they Jay to Settlntd in 
Right of Fiaacit the Second , who married 
Miry Stewwd Qiu.'on of fhtthtad i and though 
Jhe Md iw ilfiiE by; him, yet 'tig a Maximo 
with tWin, 1 hat the Ctuwn can lole none of 
tlw flights it once had, ft*d that no Aliena- 
tion can be inacL from it, but it ftill fteinters. 

By a Sequel of the fame Max ime, they go on and 
fay.Tlutj&r/r/fo ffi. ficut Minor. That no Aliena- 
tion can be made from the Church no more than 
from Minors. Butlrrlatrd belong'd tothe Church 
of Rome , to which the Natives gave them- 
selves op long ago ; now the French King is 
Eldefl Son of die Church,and Iter Heir : Nay it's 
faid,that his good Old Mother either fold or gave 
him that Kingdom , when ihe could make no- 
thing of it herfelf; and may he not then claim it 
upon as good and better Grounds than Spain took 
and kept Nttvarr from its Lawful King, being 
an Heretick ; of Which that Wife Granam 
deprived him by no other Right then by that by 
which flic pretends to difpolels Heretick Kings. 

It was by that Right flif fent her Nuncio to 
dilplay 'the Banner of Rfcj?I!ion in Ireland in 
4 1 , and another Nuncio in or about 78, to raife 
the fanvs Tragedy. Was it not by thisTranfport 
B 3, or 
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or miking over otlnlmd to her moft Chriflian 
Son , that the Titular Bifiiop Talbot, undertook 
■with, others in Seventy three to prepare a Sea. 
port Town in Irelana by Bribe or Stratagem to 
Receive a French Army , and to have frijb e- 
nough fecretly enlifled in a readinefs to meet 
them j when they Attemped firfi to Kill the 
Englifli Agent, who came to difclofe their De- 
figns, and prevailed with Secretary Terrtdge 
and others to Port after him ; Swerving, TJiat tf 
tbty met F.verard s be would never come to Eng- 
land to tell Tales ; as even Sir Edward Hunger, 
jo'd , who cbane'd to meet them rememberi. 
When upon another iham Accufation they 
thought they had procured his Mouth to be for 
everftopt in the Tower, then I fay they went 
on ftill with their Defign in Favour of France ; 
and fome others, unknown to the former, who 
fince deferred iheir Camps, difclofed that the 
laid Talbot and others , were in 78 , carrying 
on the fame Treachery as fecurely as before : 
And fomc, even in this very Month, came from 
Ireland., and Accufed, as is laid, before the Coun- 
cil , thofc very Perfons, with other Titular 
French Agents, as Tlunkett, Molotiy, &c. of 
which fome were, as it is known.in great Favour 
and Correfpondeficywith the French Court. 

But fuppofed the French, had with the Papifis 
conceived fuch a Defign on England or Ireland, 
yet 
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yet you tns Pollibiliry of putting it into , r .-. 
Execution, will dill hinder it and make it A- ' 1 ^ 
bonivc. That the Landing of any Forrcigner 
would be the Uniting of all our Divided Par- 
tics logether againft them ; that they would 
be met with as Vnaminous a Refolution as 
when they were thought to have Landed it 
•Purtert Ifi.md laft Year. And beftdes that, 
we would Clap up all Papifts in fiich a 
Jundure that they arc difarmed : And even 
the French thcmlelves are fenfible of this ; 
therefore their Fieri and Back is Turned from 
us toward Italy :>ud Germany. 

Though it is not my Dcllgn to difpute much 
about thcpoflibilityof an Attempt, which I wifh 
might be for ever impolTible; yet for conference 
fake, and to remove our Countreymcns too much 
fecurivy, J fay that neirhcryou, nor.any man, can 
know all the Papi(ls,French,and other difaffefled, 
prt-ingaged, Innovators, and Penfioners in Etrg- 
l»d, who Trotbau likc.can fliape thcmfelves 10 
all Figures : therefore how can you fecure them 
■11 j how can you difarmthem totally : And can 
you Anfwer tor the Sentiments and Interefl of 
all the different Parties in Erg/and, and fpe- 
cially in Inland , which fide they would in- 
cline? In Ireland, where to one Proteltant there 
are three Papifts , can you vouch they'll 
foaner ;oyn with an F.ngliili Hcrerfck than 
with 
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with a French Catholiek I .so many Ignorant 
BUrt4 Zealets. fo many Prieft-riUJen Furlei, 
lb many outed of their Ellatei on former Ds- 
linquflnria« , fo many Thoufinda el' Frenehi. 
fiod Offleefs and Calliiered Soldieri ami Toriei 
ftwiglinB (here, lliiill they, think von, fanner 
inyn with Englilh ( againft whom iky have a 
i>lmd Antipathy , than with thofe whom 
iliey lool? upon as damned Milcreantt , Tyrants, 
Viurpers ol their Count rey and Religion, than 
with the French RemJtiiji', whom they would 
welcome at Saviours and Keltorcrs of their Ail : 
Nay as they think they loft all by the Englilh, 
they'd venture all they have, vis. their Lives, 
tor the French or other. Foreigner. Neither can 
we be aware of all the Arms they may have 
hid , thev may have Conveyed to them fe. 
cretly; of all the Arms their fury could make 
ufa of in an uproar ? What Store of Arms 
needed they for the Matfacre of the Danes , 
or for the MalTacre of the Protectants in Irehndi 
Andcan"t their Holy Father enjoyn again, on filch 
an Occafion , a Taird Mdffacrt to be prepe- 
trated to lb: jull Honour of the Holy Trinity io 
Ujree'PerfinsI 

In a word, what need we fo much Difpute 
Touching the Impoilibility of an Invafton , to 
render our felves more fee u re , when our own 
Hiftoriesdo convince us how often, to our Coft, 
fuch 
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fuch a thing hath been done , which we could 
not prevent , when for our fins God wot* Id 
fufteritto be, by feme Art we could not fore- 
feetili done. And not to mention our Gene- 
ral Conqueits , can we forget that fame in King 
febn's Time, thofe other Landings of Spaniards, 
and Italians in Ireland in Queen EitxabetSs 
Time, at ihe Invitation of the Pope and Papifts ; 
But you'll fay we were then lefs Powerful, 
we were then more divided , we have [lopped 
thole Gapps; and it may be too they have re- 
fined their Pollicies and Ways of Attacking to the, 
heightof your Prepared n els : and what ever our 
Power is now , 1 am fure the French were never 
more formidable and more lit to ftrucgle with US. 
And our fecret Divifions are nearas"great as our 
open ones were then ; a little Spark from abroad, 
would perhaps, malie it breakout into a Flame ; 
and our fecret Enemies arc no lefs dangerous 
than open ones : Thefe can be known and met 
withal, but thofe cannot ; and would be ready 
at a Watch-word to follow on the back of us"; 
arifmg, as it were, out of an Ambufcado. 

Yet ail this, dear Countrcymcn, is fa id to cau- 
tion and not to dilhcarten us, and to Unite and 
prepare us { as Fencers do Jhcw the fevcral Palfes 
that can be made upon us , for to be ready to 
parry em, ifneed require. 

M, 
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MyDeflgn is not to diltiearten, but roawatcen- 
and unite, to mew that this is, the Greater! Plot 
of all, vix. to work our Difunion, which makes 
alloth'.rsfuecefslul. 

For 1 do not prcfume to fay , That thcFrtncli 
ore j'-ift now ready for us, or preparing againft us, 
tut that the French do prefumcto fet up Claims 
to our Coumrey is apparent to the World in their 
books and late Manitefto's ; and give out mean, 
cona-mptible Chandlers of us, to leek toraife the 
Spirits of their Natives to triumph over us ; that 
whether fuch things be done in Joke or Harnett , 
it is Ly fuch Artifkes they began the Conqueft of 
our Neighbours ; its plain that they never let any 
of their Pretenfions die.but watch fit opportunities 
tor tht execution of them ; that the extraordinary 
number of their prcfent Ships, is nor anfwerable 
to any Dsfign they might have on any Inland 
Towns or Places in Italy or Germany. What ufe 
is there of Ships to fail on the Land, tliat if there 
were no other Attempt againft us , their Fleet is 
fuch, thatit ought to breed Jealoufie and Fears of 
Encroachments upon theRiglitofour Soveraignry 
on thefe Seas, on our Plantations, Sea-port Towns, 
and ourlnward and Outward Trade and Comerce ; 
on the Rights and Priviledges of our Neighbours, 
who for Tiieie many Ages flood as cur Bulwarks 
and Banks againft the iwellings of this ambitious 
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and a£iveNation,neverfo powerful as now. That 
his fttengthening and manning his Sea-pom 
Town* ought to be taken notice of, his turning 
out of all Proteuant Officers from otF his Ships. 
The Sums of Money he returns to flw«f,the Pray- 
ers they make for his Dcfigns there , the unton- 
cernednefs that Rarne and other Popifh Neigh- 
bours are in touching his vail Preparations. The 
ftrong Leagues he makes with Szcedtlnnd and 
DtKffi&i, and withother Princes ; wherein he 
ftrives to prevent us. M- ilhefe Cbrmderai)ions, . 1 1 
fay,fliou!d make us quickly to Re-unite among our 
felves, Prince and People, ' Diifflnrers aod.Prete- 
ftants; and I dare fay, if a War were-thougtant to- 
be made witli France , in Vnion with ourNeigh- 
bours.thert would be no better means to Re-unite 
usall; for this is the grand Plot of aliother Plors,to 
keep us ftilldifunited^To openagapand inlet in our 
Body for a Foreigner. :. : ruj „-r 

•Yet after all, knowing that the main dif- 
ficulty will ftill lie herein , to perfwade us that 
iKc French are not fo much our Friends as we 
believe them to be ; and fearing we mould be 
thought to wrong that Nation rallily or ground- 
lefs , I will more particularly quote fome of die 
Authors of the French Politick s Policies,, which 
hepropofes to his King, and will confirm-by ma- 
ny Secret and PabJick Tr»nfa<aions and Matters 
Faa; that in their continual Practice they do fol- 
C low 
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low thefe Maximes I will not infill op the 
means he offers of enflaving his own Country, 
l(t them look to that , of raifing more the No- 
li [iries power over the People; of d everting of 
the Parliaments Prerogatives to invert the King 
thtrswith ; of bringing down, the Clergy, that 
he make the Leeches of the Public!: Revenue 
difgorge s Let him , I fay , fuggeft means of 
Arming at Sea , withont charge to the Crown, 
of improving of Trade , and the Colonies and 
filling of the Kings Coffers: But what hath 
he to do to be a 'Pedagogue to his Ambitious 
Prince , for 10 inflave other free Nations tliat 
have nothing to do with him. 

This Politician then tells his King, That Spain- 
isflowand ftupid , and are not fenlible of any 
imooth trick he may put upon 'em, hut only of 
Affronts upon the Punctilio of Honour, yield, 
'em in that a little. He incites his Mafler to fill 
Farwgai with Soldiers, tftacl in due timet ; 
and that the French Queen her felf ought to 
fecond this by her Friends in Spain. He ad- 
vifes him, to -low Divifions 'twixt the Prince of 
Orange and the Hollanders and the Rnglijh , 
on the other fide. To bridle Spain , and fet 
thefe Nations to weaken and undermine each 
other. Let the King endeavour ("faith he ) to 
break their Leagues and Allies the one from 
the other, by feeding them.with promifes of ima.- 
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ginary fupplieson thst condition, and of joyn- 

ing the French Fleet to theirs ; but they muft 1 g 3 

have Orders to Aft but for a fhcw and not in 

earn eft. 

Now he comes to propofe the ways of un- 
dermining England. And firft lie calls her 
Perfidious, and without Faith or Truft. That 
France ought to make no Treaty or Pejce 
with her, bnt on advantagious and ambiguous 
terms ; yet he willies his Matter to dilfemble 
with England for to devour her the laft. He 
then begins to declare by what Artificers this 
King muft be brought to conceive Jcaloufies 
of his Englifli Subjects and Parliament, and 
the Parliament likewife of the King; and to 
bring about that they may not abide the one 
the other , nor elofe one with the other. 

In keeping the Euglifli thus in Feudes among 
themfelves (fail h be>he French will have time to 
pulh the Wheel of their Intereft forward, and, pro- 
mote their own Defignsabroattand sgairilt us 
without controul or iufpicion, and then it will 
be eafie enough to find a pretence to break 
openly with us , either on the account of the 
Title of France we take, and ; that the King of 
England muft. be put to it (to renounce the 
fame ; as Queen Elizabeth forced Francis the 
Second of Franct aud Queen Mary of Scotland 
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jto quit the Tioleof England, theyputinthe 
Stile , f3c or elfe to pick a Quarrel 'on the 
Poiatof the Precedency of our Ambafladors. 

Then he comes to fliew after what manner 
fratice muft feize on Scotkmd t feeing that thence 
firft fprung the Fire (as he fays) that fet Eng- 
land on a Flame. Then he doubts not but that 
Ireland will carry things v«ry far of it felf. 
Afterwards that Sefts muft be fet at variance , 
one Englifh with another; by which means Ger- 
many, andthe Seventeen Trevinces were put to 
Confufioa. 

That the King °f England muft be made a 
Favourer of the Catholicks, and Letters to be 
framed which, muft be interpreted for the pro- 
ving of it. Then that the Hollw/ier mail be flat- 
tered that the French wili malce the Trade lall 
from England into then-bands. That Belle JJle, 
or the lfland of Rhe may be given to the 
Knights of Maltha,, who muft demand of Eng- 
land- to reftor.e; the Corranahderies and Bene- 
fices they Farrnierly lad hurt,. - ' J -■; " , ... 

-fiatthis Author finding thachis Mafterwould 
be too much, f ett^Effd-, by feeking out Pretences of 
Right to.Cauatr^s,;, cells' him plairrfy that he 
needs 'fuch\a[»d fiich places more ; and. that's

France; yhieh iacited- itte 1 Curious- 1« Eitamitar 
whether that were' true or nor,- but the-fife-an*

This Manufcript of the French Tolitioimj 

'>■'■■ had 
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hid lain long in the French Kings Cabinet, 
whence an Officer was found to have tlollen a 
Copy of it ; then it was printed clandestinely , 
and care wis taken for the iuppreffingit.. 

But to evince it more clofely and undeniably, 
that that Book, with the other , which 1 
quoted above , came out of the French Mint , 
that's out of their Cabinets ; I'll mamfeft it by 
their late Practice in every one of thofc Maximes, 
that are fet down in the French Tolilician. 
It's true, that Marefchal Villcroy, a great 
Statesman, was wont to reduce the main 
St ratagem;,by which they wheadled theirNeigh- 
bours,tothefe two,7 J .i>- Vmamtt & Finejfe, that is 
by Money and Cunning and Conney too, which is 
one of their chiefNets to catch their Neighbours 
in. But tocome to particulats, Their chief Arti- 
fices for dividing and undermining their Friends, 
may be reducedtothefefollowing: i. By Si»ons 
or pretended Fugitives, 2. By Pentioners in 
our Councils. 3. By Alliances and French La- 
dies. 4. By breaking open and diciphering our 
Secretefs Letters. 5. By fending Auxiliaries that 
favour out Enemies. 6. By Ambiguous Treaties, 
■to gain tirne and advantage of breaking them. 
7. By jpreading Slaunders and fomenting Jea- 1 
loufies betwixt the Kings and their People. 8. 
By [entertaining a fecret Latgue with the 
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Now to begin with tbofe more general and 
remote means , which Frantt takes to divide 
her Neighbours in their Leagues and Amity. 
She ufually calls in the Turk upon the-back of' 
*em ; and this mofi Chnpan King will not flick 
to enter into fecrct Covenants with that An. 
richriftian Tyrant againft the reft of Chriftendonv 
I need not mount up fo high as Francis the I, 
ffrnry tbs II. and other their Succeflbrs , who 
openly brought in the Turk againft Charles the V. 
and other Emperors ; publick Hiftories can bear 
me Witnefa in it. Rir.con and Fregoje were 
taken by the way , feized with Inftru&ions from 
tr'anni the I to Soliman, to excite this Infidel 
to War againft the Chriftian Princes ; and when 
any of trancit his Neighbours would upbraid 
him with fuch Antichriitian Treacheries , he 
could put k off but with a Drollery: What , 
fays .he, May not 1, when befit with 'Wolves, call 
in jar 'Dogs to help me. But to come to our 
times, What made the French to be the occa- 
fionof the lofs of Cnndia, and ro yield the ad- 
vantage at Gigerys and Hotigary , but for tcj 
manage the TurkhTi Amity to oppofe him to 
the. Emperor , if he proffers to ftir or to enter 
intoTripple League. They fent feme Supplies, ' 
'tis true.ro dazzle the World, but when La Feuil- 
lade ( who knew not the Secret ) brought his 
Men to an Engagement , he was oppofed by 
Coligny j. 
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Culigny; who had Orders to' do things but for a 
few J Befides , the King fent Counter Orders 
with fomc of the major Officers , which they 
were to read , but when they came to Caxdia ; 
Monfieur De Lamias hindred many of the moft 
valiant and corrfiderable Officers , Gentry and 
Soldiers, to go thither, even as Voluntiers. In 
fine, The Dwifions, Counter-fcafons, and wiJful 
Miiunderftandings of the French with their Al- 
lies, in that occafion , did more to the lofs of 
the- Cityy'than the Batteries ot'xhe Turks, who 
had fpent fome (core years in vain toward the 
Conqueft of that plate , bur could never get it 
out of the Venetians fiogle handf , till thefe 
double-dealing French Friends came into help 
more'toward the lofing o£ it than the main- 
taining it ; fo that the Venettavs might have bad 
more reafon to fend back thefe French Supplies 
tli an they had in returning home Prince Almt- 
rici of Miit/ena't Succours upon, fomc fuch fu- 
fpicion. jin:'-) '. 

And the Turftifli EmhafTador fa thing very un- 
Bftistib beJfentfrom the Ottoman Grandeur) who 
ifierwirds wai difpatch'd to the Ereaoh Court , 
unriddles the Matter, and though the King made 
the difficile and fcornful withhim, yet he fent 
Orders , to ''■carefs him and make much of him 
m leflret f as look i»g 4ip on ■the Mahometans to 
l» onettfihe chief Supporters of bis Crown and 
State. And 
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. And asrthe French will be Friends with th« 
Turks to ufe 'em againft their Enemies , fo with 
thole they .pretend openly to \k'<p, as their 
Friends , they deal as withTurks in effeift, by un« 
derhand Confpitacies j I mean in their Auxiliary 
Supplies to their Allies : Their Succours tend but 
to leave 'em in the lurch., to bedeiroyed by thoir 
Concurrents ; that when he hath ingaged the- 
Frog and filly Moule to aFight , to weaken the 
one the other , he, the French Kite, might the 
more eafily fnatch 'ein both away in hUgrtedy 
Talons. Bcfides what we a Hedged above of his 
treacherous Auxiliaries to Hungary aa&Candiit, 
we may intimate thofe ho lent Icmeyaa'fsfcgo'tcJ 
help Holland againft theBilhop of iWnfl/ffr j' an*- 
a little afterwards on the fame Claims fits Mai- 
fter agaia Holland ; and when it carae to -the 1 
pulh , leaves him to the mercy of the Hcltondir t - 
all he fought for , being but to feefe to'-deftrdy ■ 
thefe two (Supporters of Flanders') the one by 
the Hands of the other. His Defign was the 
fame touching England, when of late lie fent his 
Fleet to aflift us againft FhHasd , : with fecrct Or- 
ders to fEfirtt, to leave the Eagiifc and Hol- 
lander to deftroy each other. . L^.aii 
While France , both at the Treaty of the Pire= • 
nees, and afterwards, had fwdrn afirm OffdnfiSiS' 
and Defenfive League with Spaim s-thepatidtre'- 
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under Tiftnnti Name , as Volun tiers to the Por- 
tugueses, till a Ship that was taken by the Spani- 
ards , happily difeovered tint the Portugueses 
were ftirred up and incouraged by the French 
in their Attempts againft the Catholick King; 
Fr.mee , by reafon of a French Princefs , feem- 
ed to be the greateft Friend in the World to To. 
kind , but to Ihew what Friendihip that was , 
they manage with Swedeltthd that Treaty of 
Stmdorf leemingly in favour to the Polanders* 
but in eife£t very prejudicial tothem, and in- 
the mean time Avagour, LomSrti , aa& iBtm* 
errs , are imployed to fet thefe Crowns toge- 
ther by the Ears , and to pcrfwade King Gixt* 
W of 'Poland toby down his Crown, to make 
way for Conde, Nrwburg , or for fome other Vota- 
ry or France. Moreover, whilcthiscoakiingNa- . 
lion did hugg the Emperour, he finds fuch Papers, 
in [he taking of Muran, a Fortrefs in the 
Himgaria , which manifefHy (hewed that the 
French had in the meantime incouraged the Hun- 
garians in this Rebellion. i.ftrjgi 
3. Another Artifice of theirs is to fend out J7- 
ended Fugitives, which are forfoeirt. 
a their Court, yet thefe are in afe. 
nee with them to fend to 'em all Fo-

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Bruffells, Madr,d,and the Hague. There lo fcrew 
himfclf into favour, he communicated lo 'em 
fome emptySecrets , to hide from rhem the true 
Stite of Affairs of France His Couriers did 
feemingly go from Paris to Flanders aud Hal- 
land, and backward again ; and in this Hurry, 
Courfe and Inrercourfe , he fed the Spaniards but 
with Cliymera's, andfentan Accompt of their re- 
3] Defigns into Frame : But after all , when this 
Impoftor was found out by the Spaniard , he was 
as heartily wellcommed atPjrif , as if no grudge 
had ever been ; and fiom Jntendant of the Prince 
of Guide's, he was received into an inner favour.

Thirty thou- 
fand Crowns into Tortugal, by way of Loan as 
it were , to raife the Countrey againit the Spa- 
niard , and fo make a Diverfion from Hinders. 
- But the InftruclLons and Covenants whereby the 
French required fome Sea-port Towns on the 
Coaftof fyain to be given to themfelves ^asl 
warrant you they'll ftrve no Friend for nothing) 
thefe I fay were feized in another Ship that 
Araggled into the Spaniards Nett , where all 
the Mine was difcovcred. Such was the Diilur- 
fcancesthey wrought iaLerrain , that the late 
Duke ( fome what guilty thereof himfclf } dole- 
fully cried out , That the Neighbourhood of 
France was a fmoke that would drive him out of 
bit own Countrey and Efiatt. 

Whit Jhould Intention the Jealoufies, Deten- 
tions and Divifions, which we With tears behold 
here to be wrought by them in our England 
and its Dependants, when any unbyafs'd con-" 
Gdering perfon may perceive fhat theyJlriveto 
repeat the Sceaes of the late Inteftine Tragedy , 
WJKTM 
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wherein that Wicked French Embailadour Moo- 
fear it Tbeu , by his Agents eonfefled and re- 
pented too 'late.-, to- hive acicd here the Pro- 
logue , by traducing,. blafting, and heightning 
in that moderate Royal Msrfcrr a propenfity to 
Popery; forfooth, by mif-reprcfenting the King 
to the People , the People and Parliament to the 
King, by unfurpefledinflrumefKSi by contri- 
ving means to divide the unwary Proteftants 
about Formalities and petit Differences , about 
Indifferent Things , wherein it is impofiiWc to 
unite 'cm in.no otherwife than by Charity, Meek- 
nefs, and Patience ; for Perfection is obferved 
to increafe Profelites , and make 'em morezea- 
lous and vertuous-; which otherwife without op- 
pofition- would languifh and decay : but ifrhe 
work be of God , as Gamaliel (aid , that can- 
not be deftroyed by Men by all art or power. 
When, by fuch Artifices the French and Jefuit 
had blinded feme Di (Teh ting Zealots with fpeci- 
ous Pretences of removing evil Councilors and 
of fome Incroachments-, then things being ripe, 
the greedy Lawlefs Soulditr is brought on the 
Stage , to make our King and People bleed toge- 
ther, without feeing the Hook, but too late; 
when at firft moderate and impartial Counfcls • 
might have healed things, if they might be dif- 
fered to come to an underftanding, andtotouch-'

and made it i nip radii cable. The Face andStateof 
Affairs are now very much changed. Henry the 
Seventh was too nearly allied with the Houje of 
R-irgundy , and Ferdiaasd ihcCtttioUc , nottohave- 

egpoBd the Cabals , which were tlien formed 
againft 'Jit Art, to bereave heroF the Lm-Cumtriei. 
His Son /fertile Eighth followed the iameCoun- 
fels ; and if at any times chsrtes the Fifth was, 
travers'd by him, itarofe from that juft Apprehcn- 
fion he had of his growing Grandeurs; Fortune: 
being more favourable to him , than to Francis the 
Ftft-, whole lofs had been a fair Step unto his. 

Queen Flizahth harboured the fame Jealouiics; 
(brSftini puffed upwitha long continued courfe 
of prosperous fucceues, was not arriv'd to that 
pitch of Declenfion wc fee it now ndays. And if. 
Charles the Firfi beheld with an Eye of. Envy the 
progrefs of France , Charles the Sccmd might do 
it alio, his Fear being much more warrantable, 
becaufe that Kingdom is grown mom powerful. , . 
more formidable than when his Father reigned. 
AndtherebeArgumentsof Glory, Revenge, and: 
Intereft fer my Affertion , all which , according, 
tothcbeltof my judgment, ar e ft rial y interwoven ■ 
one within the other. , 

Glory demands the continuance of the (trifle) 
League; bccaul'e this hid twice bridled a Prince 
who had flipV] out of it, and who, without this 
Reftrainc, 
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reafbnof his un me a Curable Ambition, the foleand 
invariable Rule of all his Undertakings. Befides , 
it can be no dilhonour unto Enghni to be reproacli'd 
of Frame, as heretofore , of flacknefs in affifting 
her, and that we loved to prolong and foment 
her Civil Wars , if not to make them perpe- 
tual. \ , 

Revenge is vet another and ftronger Motive to 
invigorate us in our condiuft, whether you refleft 
upon what is paft , or on things preftur. For the 
prelefltj 'lis welt known that thefrew/jpromilcs 
are only tendredus for the better inablingtheinto 
play their own Game; and the mifchtefs they-are 
now a brewing, llioutd riow infpire us 1 wjth a 
greater abhorrency of their greater niafqued Vir- 

Moreover , thote brave Methods propounded by 
our French Pslitiiisn for the ilibverliorl bt fhiiKing; 
dorri ,■ whofe Glory Eclipltrh theirs i ire no longer 
with any patience to be endured. ' 

Add farther that injurious manner wherewith 
they treat EngUnd, beCaufc it carries the B.illance 
of £mft, and fuppons the OpprcfTd agaiiifttheir 
■Violence and Tyranny. ■ ; '.. 

And could we not remember thofe invccViyas 
wherewith they have wounded the whole Nation , 
■yetthis fiiould be conlidered, that they never ipared 
itheSacred perfons of our Princes.

Lewis , Son of Philip jtugi-ftitt , -King of tfVafeKi 
reigned in England, maugrc all the oppofitions of 
King John, who was depofed for his Tyrannies, 
At length j°h» having recollected his nrifcarmges, 
reconciled himfelf with the Pope, becomes his 
Tributary, demulccth his-Holinels with his golden 
Promifes, and profound Submiflions, and Lrrrit 
urrfbrtunatdy lotah his newly acquirtT Crown. 
Tis true, he bequeathed the Right thereof (fiich 
b' one as it is) unto hisSuccefiorsj who preferve 
■i /.awfully, and alfert it publicly, in a formal 
Prayer liing in tbefe exprels words at their Coro- 
rliation , tic. ' Th.ri he triB never re/inqnijb the Scepter 
.tf the ancient Saxons, Mercians, ind other Princes', 
iiho have reigii'd,in England. And therefore the 
Kings of Frame, fince Lewis the Eighth, may with 
morejufricc, lay- they, affume the Title of Kings of 
.England than the Kings QS .England fryle themfelves 
Kings of f ranee. , / & 
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.It wns Ribbir that fct up this imaginary Title; 
and fiiggefted until a pretext and ground foe 

falling out with Engl&nl upon the firft and next 
favourable opportuuiiy. I have given her the fir (I 
Intelligence of the Thunderbolt : England may yet 

Is it to be imagin'd that Leveu, and many great 
ones, whofe Fortune and that of their Friends 
depends upon Warlike Employments,wilI not now 
ftir their King to thofe new attempts agiinit 
England, ( in die they want other Employment) 
fhewing unto him the eafincfsof it, from the Divi- 
fions, Jetloufies, aiidUnprovidedners that England. 
is in, and the nuiiv kcrti friends they have here. 
But in cale they did -alter thefe Meal'uies , or- not 
now execute ihcm, yet feeing our forwardnefs, 
and our Spirits, Eyes, and Arms, to be up and 
ready for them ; that, I fay, will make ftiU our condi- 
tions better with them, whether we ftand- their?'

the one is particular and.privare Intereft, the other- 
is more general and public; This lalt aims at the 
eomiiioa Repole of E»rift , and its care and pcr- 
pptuaii 
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petual endeavour rauft be to retrain the Arribitisn 
of thofe t«'o great Potentates, who court tire 
Empire, which cannot be eifciled without confer- 
ring England's Peace at home , and confining thole 
two inraged Neighbours to their juft and relpective 
Bounds, that if oneof themlhould win any thing 
From his Rival, he may not prefently invade England, 
who became an idle Spectator of their Actions , 
Without cheriihing their rnutual Enmities, and 
giving a Curb to their leveral fnti-r prizes. If Reafon 
of State Ipcirks loudly in deaf Ears, Glory doth 
it inlliriiler and clearer Terms. 

'But over and above this general Peace of Eanpc', 
wherein I could wilh E^'Uni were occupied, there 
is fomcwhat in Ipecial that (botrld route her upfrom 
her'prefent Let!:nr;ii: drowlinels , That 
trout brags how facilit is to blind hei Eyes, and 
caufe her to take what new Meaiinres (ho plea- 
ftth. ■ ■ 

Yon will fay thefe are points of .grand Impor- 
tance. Convince England of them. Well 1 I 
.Hull debate of both immediately. 

Let's rirft touch at this of the common Safety, 
and we will in the next place confidcr of the 
■proper means to bound France, that llie may not 
abule their Credulity , who can certainly and abfo- 
■Ititcly mortifie her.

of biifinefs, enur'd to Hafdfhips and fortunate Suc-

And Ardret (tbiiiy nothing' df-Cj/<H and Grtvtllig) 
dsfomething left thaa Ouniirh, if it be confidered 
aoiording to the prerent-fiilirriateihJt France doth 
fcpupofl'iu.

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own, and to inoculate that fair Bud into her Impe- 
rial Crown.

And let ir be remembred, that wrote was for- 
merlyinvenem'dagaiaft EngUud for redemanding 
CiUk, and having once got it out of the spn»inrdi 
hands, (he wanted neither Armies, nor any other 
confiderable means, tomikeafureand fpeedyCon-. 
quell of other places. 

If Fear then bounded their proceedings, becaufe 
it wasnotfoeafie amatter todifpoflefs taefia g ffl; 
whereonce they had got footing; yet was it eafie 
enough to dideile and unrooft others, cither by 
Force or Treaty , as they did juftly enough by 
that of Vtrvins % yet now the Tables are turn'd, foe 
theyonceanderftanding that Sfmt is broughtup- 
on her knees, the Conqueft of that and ExghnA 
will not colt much time nor pains. The Balance 
being now removed, their Forces augment- daily, 
and like a violent Inundation carry all before them. 
It's true, this is yet impoflibie if Engltnd do not 
Hand neuter, while other Nations are entering in- 
to more than a Triple League; which to effect the 
one and hinder the other, they turn every ftone, 
they embarrals all Affairs, they fupport the In- 
trigue with a thoulind hopes, and thofe hopes wkh 
a profufe expeaee- of Treafure, whieh forceth a 
parage through thofe fordid Souls,whofe folelnter- 
eftis their private Cain aad Advantage. And that 
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which is moft furpriziag is this, they engage the 
Favourites, who are Lords of th' A fondant at 
Court or elfewhere, and at this rate believe them- 
felves potent enough to give what Laws they pleafe 
to all politick Tranfactions, if fo be the true In- 
Kreft give ground unto the falfe, which is cheat- 
ing, changeable, and infallibly defiruaive to them 
that do embrace it.

ed Waval Fortes withherown. I trult my Senti- 
ments are plain, fo plain that the meaneft Capacity 
can comprehend me. 

Alliances betwixt Crowns bring little profit to 
the People. This ftvifible in ths: Matches between, 
the two Royal Houles of frame and England-^ for 
nofbontr was Henriti ta Maria wedded unto King 
Gbtrtis but State Intereft and t lie Capricious 'Hu- 
mours of the Favourites imerruptcd that Peace, 
which a long time before hid continued between 
both Kingdoms, and by the Marriage. was fworn 
to be perpetuated. Experience ailb of what lud 
paftmiglit have rendei'd Spain more advifed, and 
to have, avoided that mare, into which fhe ran 
through falfe Maxims, with a greatdeal of Joy.

Maxims of Sully, and that after a Treaty fworn 
tvirh thegreateft ferioufnefs and folemnity, and a 
Ceflionofall Rights made and verified in due form 
of Law. Forinfteadofobietving it they are now 
debating other Rights, and demand an hundred 
things, which being rcfufed, fhey take up Arms, 
and proceed to the worft Acts of Hoftility, leaving 
us without hopes of any Calm to follow upon this 
Storm, which mtnaceth with an univerfal Deluge 
ill the Net kerlands. 

Give mc leave to fubjoyn one important Advice 
unto England: "The Right of Edward III. (faith 
" Ldboureur) is nit worth the mentioning., if ere it not 
" to tell the mrld bote unrighteous the. Englijb are in 
" their pretentions to it, and to manifefi what necejfsty 
"tiethonns te keep that Nation at a bay, atadtfiance 
"from its, which is naturally quarrclfem,bom our Enemy, 
" and that willborrm Affillance wheree-verfbe can get 
"it, and take up any the leajl pretext in the world to 
" fubdue and ruine us. Robert Abbot of La Cclie re- 
"proaih'd an Mnglijk Prelate with this, that his Conn- 
t trymen in their inclinations refembled that Element 
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"wfcVA did encmfrfi them, that it tofay, they Wire , 
"cruel, fraud, unconfiant, and {edition*. Thefe are 
nobleElogies indeed conferrd upon your Friends, 
Atoafieur, in a time ofperfeft peace, nay upon your 
beft and moft' potent Friends, to whom you have 
in this prefent Jun&ure of. Affairs your Recourfe, 
and who are guilty of this very great Overfight,to 
fuffer thcmfelves to be charmed by your Flatteries 
and Cozenages. 

When as Queen Elizabeth rederoanded Calais for 
juft Reafons (he then alleagcd, the French refolved 
rather to endure a War, wherewith (hemenae'd 
them, than to furrender it : "Becaufe (faith the 
Tame Laboureur) there wot a double danger, me to 
" fujfer eur ancient Enemies logetfootingintheConti- 
tl nentef France ; and then toohecaufe they are Here- 
sticks, who would always have a FaBion in the State 
" to revive their old Quarrels at pleafure ; and that it 
11 mire concern d m now than heretofore, to (but them 
"up with their new Religion on the other fide the 
'•Sea. 

This was done in theSaleof Dunkirk, iridif any- 
other place offer it felftopurchafc, France will be 
noHigler, but purchafe it at any rate, fuppofing 
fliebedifcharged of her Wars with Spain. Again, 
Queen Elizabe th infifting ftiilupon theReftitutioo 
of Calais, and fpeaking of it unto saucy, he after
